It appeared the test had been 
timed to give the West new evi 
dence of Russia’s claimed scien­ 
tific superb rit>. 
The unusual Tass news acencv

Ernest Arms, engineer at radio 
station WEBQ, has picked up what 
he is certain is the signal from 
the Russian earth satellite. 


Alms, who has excellent short 
wave facilities at his home a c r o s s 
from Dorris Heights school, 'aid 
he had been in continuous contact 
with the signal since 4 p. rn. on 
a 
frequency of 20.005. 


He said *hc signal sounds like 
it could be from a telemeter out 
fit, which rn used in this country 
to transmit weather conditions. 


The signal started building up 
around 5 a. rn. today and contin­ 
ued to build up strength, which in 
dicated that it was headed this 
wav again, Arms added 


He based his certainty that ho 
was getting the satellite signal on 
these facts: 


(a) The press association stor­ 
ies have reported that the signal 
has been on thc 20.005 frequency:

(b) lie talked with a “ h a m ” op­ 
erator in Arizona yesterday and 
compared notes, and the Arizona 
operator was getting 
the same 
signal as he.

The last stage of the rocket ap­ 
parently was caught in space and 
became a second satellite. 
“ It is not only the satellite which 
is being watched.” Moscow Radio 
'aid, “ but also the rocket that car­ 
ried it into the orbit. 


“ (his rocket is also encircling 
the 
earth 
at 
approximately 
the 
same altitude as the satellite. 
‘ But it is separated from it by 
some 1,000 kilometers (680 m iles). 
This distance will alter in the fu­ 
ture.” 


No Surprise to Scientists 


This announcement was the lat­ 
ent in Russia’s stepped-up scientific 
and 
prop„ganda 
battle with the 
^ est. 
Shortly before, it reported 
it had exploded a “ new” hydrogen 
warhead on Sunday. 
This cam e 
only a few days behind Moscow’* 
achievement of launching the first 
earth satellite into outer space. 
Tracking the shell, as well as 
the .satellite, would provide high­ 
ly important information on thc 
charactei of space. 


Moscow’s disclosure was not a 
surprise to scientists. 


Theoretically, anything fired out­ 
side the earth’s atmosphere and 
gravitational 
field 
at 
sufficient 
speed would become a satellite, 
regardless of shape or design. 
Hrs. J. Allen Hynek and Richard 
E. McCroskey of the Smithsonian 
astrophysical laboratory in Cam- 
j bridge. Mass. told newsmen earlier 
today that they believed the satel­ 
lite 
might 
actually 
include the 
third-stage rocket. 
Could Aim Missile 
McCroskey 
said 
at 
that 
time 
there was a possibility the rocket 
itself had become a satellite of 
even greater dimensions than the 
original. 
McCroskey said that on 
this basis it was possible that a 
reported sighting of the satellite 
in Alaska Sunday was actually the 
third stage rocket. 
Observers said the orbiting of 
thc Soviet rocket gave convinc­ 
ing new evidence of the Kremlin
